U.  of  Georgia  Appoints  Dr.  Stewart  As  Dean 


Dr.  Charles  A.  Stewart 
will  become  the  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Social  Work 
at  the  University  of  Geor¬ 
gia,  effective  January  1, 
1964. 

The  new  school  of  social 
work,  which  is  the  second 
in  Georgia  to  grant  a  Mas¬ 
ter's  degree  in  this  field, 
will  begin  operation  in 
September  of  1964  with 
approximately  20  carefully 
selected  graduate  students. 
Scholarships  will  be  avail¬ 
able  to  those  students  who 
are  pursuing  Master  of 
Social  Work  degrees. 

The  block  plan  of  field 
work  will  be  utilized,  with 
each  student  getting  on- 
the-job  supervision  in  an 
approved  agency  during 


several  months  of  each 
year  of  study.  Field  work 
placements  will  be  in  agen¬ 
cies  serving  the  mentally 
retarded,  mentally  ill,  de¬ 
linquents,  criminals,  un¬ 
wed  mothers,  dependent 
children,  and  public  as¬ 
sistance  recipients. 

Dr,  Stewart  has  been 
part-time  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Sociology  at  WC 
since  1961.  He  stated  that 
he  was  especially  reluct¬ 
ant  to  leave  Milledgeville 
where  he  had  combined  the 
invigorating  activities  of 
teaching  and  practicing  so¬ 
cial  work.  He  said  that  he 
had  found  WC  students  to 
be  conscientious  and  cap¬ 
able  in  their  study  of  so¬ 
ciology.
